lators' account, and possibly tho wheat 
farmer may be so much ahead; but all 
things are evemu' up in the end, and 
too reckless a push iu prices may lose 
us a market for so much wheat — •

"I was awakened by a cry of flre soon 


after one o'clock. Running out on the 
fire escape I saw that Kohut's room ad- 
joining mine was ablaze. The bed was 
empty. No one was In the room. In front 
ol the stove on the floor was a lull quart 


oil-can upset and smashed. The lamp 
was upset lying on the table. The flre 
:was on the floor. I pushed open the win 
dow and, running back to my room, got a 
pail of water and threw it on the flre. I 
'fetched four pails of water and put the flre 
out. There was a very strong smell of 
benzine in the room. When I had

get out that way. Outside the stairs and 
hall were ablaze. The wainscotting and 
the floor were all in a blaze.
